SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 99.—The sur-

The Government was permitted to in- 
terrupt the narrative of Marsha War- 
rington, begun yesterday, by introduc- 
,ing her father’s testimony, in order 
‘that he might not be absent longer than 
necessary from his business. 

Judge Van Fieet’s warning yesterday 
to women that their delicacy would be 
imperiled by revelations about to bs 
made, appeared to have little effect 
other than to stimulate curiositv. 
Women, old and young, struggled to- 
day for admission to hear the War- 
rington girl relate the more exciting 
phase of her narrative. 

All the time she was testifying yes- 
terday, the eyes of Mrs. Maury Diggs. 
whose husband: was convicted last 
week in violation of the Mann act, never 
were taken from her. 

For the first time since the story of 
her husband’s infidelity became public, 
Mrs. Maury I. Diggs heard it yesterday 
from the lips of Marsha Warrington. 
Marsha told the same story that con- 
victed Diggs and told it more confi- 
dently, more firmly and more audibly. 
Mrs. Diggs listened intently, rigidly. 
wincing at passages of the testimony. 
“How often did you meet him?’’ asked 
Theodore Roche, conducting the direct 
examination. 

“About every other night,” answered 
Marsha Warrington. 

Mrs. Diggs flinched, her brows light- 
ened and lines of pain appeared about 
her mouth, Beside her sat one of her 
husband’s aunts, stroking her clenched 
hands soothingly. Diggs was ‘at the 
rear of the courtroom among the lis- 
teners. ; 

When the testimony and the exhibits 
became unavoidably salacious—so much 
so that the policeman testifying hesi- 
tated and looked about him nervously 
before asking the Court if he should 
give specific details—Judge Van Fleet 
gave warning that women could not re- 
main and hear what was about to be 
spoken, except at the expense of her 
delicacy. Not one left the room. 
Concluding her testimony, Marsha 
Warrington walked to a seat at 
the table of counsel for the Govern- 
ment. Facing her stood Mrs. Diggs, at 
the table of counsel for the defense, 
staring at her steadfastly.- The gir) 
turned her head.

THAW CHAUFFEUR f= 
IS FREED ONBOND, 


TRIALS 5 POSTPONED 


Lawyers Can't A Agel on Charge 
—Thaw Likely to Stay in 
Jail Until October. 


Rv Acenrteted Praeg 

SHERBROOKE, Quebec, Aug. 2.— 
“Gentleman Roger” Thompson, the New 
York chauffeur who whirled Harry K. 
Thaw away from Matteawan in an au- 
tomobile, was admitted to bail of $500 
today by Police Magistrate Mulvern. 
Thompson had appeared for trial 
charged with aiding Thaw, a lunatic 
and therefore an undesirable, to enter 
the Dominion. F. Campbell, for the 
Immigration Department, announced to 
the Court that he wished to press first 
the charge of Thompson having entered 
Canada by stealth. 

Thompson’s counsel, Louis St. Lau- 
tent, acting with the Thaw counsel, ob- 
jected to proceeding on this charge 
and at thelr request adjournment was 
granted till Wednesday, Sept. 3. 

William Travers Jerome, District’ At- 
torney Conger of Dutchess County, Dep- 
vty Attorney-General Franklin Kennedy 
and others here trying to get Thaw 
back to Matteawan were in court. The 
little courtroom was packed. 

With Thaw in jail for an indefinite 
period, probably till the session of the 
King’s Bench in October, and _ the 
Thompson case Postponed, indications 
were today that there had set in a 
decided lull in matters pertaining to 
Stanford White's slayer. . 

It looks very much as though Thaw 
will remain in the jail here until Oc- 
tober, at least, immune from the im- 
migratign officials who would like to 
send him back to some part of the 
United States as an undesirable insane 
alien, and the New York State officials 
who have been trying to drag him back 
to the Matteawan asylum. 

If he cared to, Thaw might become a 
Canadian citizen, after a proper lapse 
of time, and might then defy the ef- 
forts of the United States to have him 
returned. This fact was made known 
today by no less an authority than 
Crown Prosecutor Nicol.
